ON THE MARIE-VICTOIRE 
"VICTORY’ 

Reporter Burton Wolfe seems 
delighted with the Court of 
Appeals decision [“Marie-Vte- 
toire Upheld on hookers,” 
Guardian 4/2/76], Though it 
may in San Francisco help 
some defendants charged with 
prostitution who come before 
Judge Marie-Victoire, it is gen¬ 
erally a disaster for most per¬ 
sons charged with any other 
offense. No wonder San Fran¬ 
cisco District Attorney Freitas 
is not appealing the decision 
and says “he is delighted with 
it and hopes it sticks,” In fact, 
since Judge Marie-Vjctoire is 
not being assigned any prosti¬ 
tution cases, the Appeals de¬ 
cision will be harmful to per¬ 
sons charged with prostitution. 
It was a pyrrhic victory — 
a minor battle was won but 
the war was lost, a catastrophe. 
Defense attorneys will hence¬ 
forth be required, at consider¬ 
able time and cost, to prove 
to a judge in a hearing that 
one of his working associates 
is prejudiced. The difficulties 
in getting one judge to so label 
a fellow judge is exactly why 
the State Bar and State Legis¬ 
lature enacted 170.6 of the 
Code. 

Even though the District 
Attorney’s office may have 
abused the peremptory chal¬ 
lenge procedure, the Appel¬ 
late decision will have its pri¬ 
mary and injurious impact 
on the defendants.

Burton Wolfe replies; 

The fact that a peremptory 
challenge has existed is Exhibit 
A in the case to prove that 
California’s judicial system is 
loaded with judges who are 


so prejudiced, so biased in 
given fields, that they are un¬ 
able to rule impartially in 
keeping with their mandate 
to do so (see Canon 3 of the 
Code of Judicial Conduct). In¬ 
stead of lawyers doing what 
they should have been doing 
all these years, getting together 
to demand that the State Com¬ 
mission on Judicial Qualifica¬ 
tions remove these prejudiced 
judges from the bench, they 
have been taking the easy 
way out via the peremptory' 
challenge. 

The peremptory- has enabled 
these lazy, irresponsible law¬ 
yers to use one automatically 
granted disqualification of a 
prejudiced judge, leaving him 


on the bench for the next law¬ 
yer in line. In some cases 
the result has been a replace¬ 
ment judge less prejudiced than 
the one removed. In other cases 
the result has been the opposite 
the lawyer and his client wind 
up with a judge more pre¬ 
judiced than the one disquali¬ 
fied. 

In my story about the Court 
of Appeal’s opinion declaring 
this whole rotten system to be 
unconstitutional, the names of 
the three judges who rendered 
it unfortunately were deleted, 
justice Winslow Christian 
wrote the landmark opinion. 
Presiding justice Thomas W, 
Caldecott and associate Justice 
Joseph A. Rattigan joined him.

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The bitter bottom line on the strike 

The chickens are 
coming home to roost 


T he city strike is the logicaJ and 
inevitable result of the policy of 
imposing Manbattanization upon 
San Francisco* 

As Jerry’ Roberts demonstrates (see 
page 6), pulling from Guardian material 
dating back to 1967, San Francisco 
is falling apart physically and finan¬ 
cially from an ever-increasing tide of 
commuters, tourists, highrise buildings 
and the other cataclysmic appurten¬ 
ances of New York* He shows how 
San Francisco can no longer support 
the costs of Manhattanization on a 
dwindling residential population, a 
dilapidated and deteriorating physical 
plant and a tax base and housing/ 
working climate that forces the middle 
class, small and medium businesses 
and many union workers out of the 
city. 

The supervisors have 
made a good point , 
but get the Muni back. 

If the $6 million extra surcharge 
on the crafts is so stupendous at City 
Hall (and we tend to think it is), 
Roberts asks in effect, then what about 
the hundreds of millions in costs im¬ 
posed by the pellmell costs of Man- 
hattanization — policies the grand al¬ 
liance has been pushing these past 
two decades? We Ye glad the super¬ 
visors have drawn the line, but we 
can't loudly applaud the fact they've 
started with the crafts workers (and 
not some of the really expensive Man¬ 
hattanization projects like airport ex¬ 
pansion and Yerba Buena), And we 
can't bring ourselves to believe that, 
once the line is drawn with the crafts 
at City Hall, the supervisors will ex¬ 
tend it to the banks financing non¬ 
profit corporation boondoggles or to 
the big Chamber of Commerce cor¬ 
porations who Ye successfully insulated 
themselves from the major tax and 
financial consequences of the Man¬ 
hattanization policies they've been so 
assiduously promoting. 

It's one thing to make scapegoats of 
city workers, and it's even easier to 
go after the $ 17,300-a-year street- 
sweeper and his crafts brethren, but 
it's quite another thing to go after the 
big schemes promoted by the Rig Boys 
that really jack up the costs. 

The irony is that the strike is the 
first major convulsion of this destruc¬ 
tive policy, and its widely ventilating 
many of the inner contradictions of 
Manhattanization for San Francisco. 

It's also bringing lots of chickens 
home to roost for the labor bosses. 
City Hall, the supervisors and Mayor 
Moscone. 

Take the strike leaders, for example. 
For years they have neglected their 
natural allies and groups, such as 
neighborhoods and many public in¬ 
terest causes, not to mention their 
own rank and File, and have instead 
forged working alliances with the Cham* 
ber of Commerce and City Hall on 
Manhattanization issues. Thus, Stan 
Jensen of the Machinists voted with 
fellow Redevelopment Agency mem¬ 
ber Walter Kaplan of the Emporium 
to go with the big projects and kick 
poor blacks out of the Western Addi¬ 
tion, retired unionists out of Yerba 
Buena and the artists out of the Good¬ 
man Building. Joe Mazzola of the 
FI umbers voted with downtown's Bill 
Coblentz on the Airports Commission 
for airport expansion. Joe O'Sullivan 
of the Carpenters and jack Crowley 
of the SF Labor Council joined Bill 
Dauer of the Chamber of Commerce 
last spring in organizing a big rally 
for Yerba Buena. (Note: there were 


only 337 permanent jobs at stake here 
for a cool $500 million or so invest¬ 
ment of public funds.) Crowley, neatly 
enough, is a big name on the list of 
industrialists and utilities spokesmen 
who are working to defeat Proposition 
1 5, the nuclear power initiative. 

These labor bureaucrats, ignoring 
the short- and long-term costs of Man¬ 
hattanization and the budget crises 
soon to come, didn't realize that they 
and their men would be the first and 
heaviest casualties of the inevitable 
crunch. More: their “unnatural" allies 
downtown and at City Hall have 
deserted them, and they were having 
trouble rounding up enough rank-and- 
file union members and allies to carry 
off the strike successfully. 

The irony for the supervisors is that, 
in the context of this Manhattanization 
argument, they look pretty silly holding 
the line only on certain segments of the 
crafts. And the big Manhattanization 
boosters are losing a lot of money 
during the strike. And Mayor Moscone, 
the man who won election with a stop- 
Manhattanization platform and then 
immediately began dismantling it plank 
by plank, once in office, the candidate 
who promised to fire Joe Mazzola, 
Stan Jensen, George Evankovich and 
all other city commissioners, now finds 
himself squarely in the middle of the 
crosscurrents of the stream. 

He caved in on airport expansion 
because he didn't want to take on the 
supervisors and he refused to fight two 
Yerba Buena projects because he didn't 
want to fight Aliota's redevelopment 
agency. He caved in on firing com¬ 
missioners (other than Harvey Milk, of 
course, for reasons best known to Phil 
Burton) for fear of fighting Mazzola 
and Coblentz. Now, Moscone has exiled 
himself in his City Hall office, as if 
he's afraid of fighting either super¬ 
visors or labor in the interests of end 
ing strike. Hes portraying himself as 
a dangerously weak mayor, still un¬ 
able and unwilling to make the transi¬ 
tion from agile legislator to a tough 
administrator who's in charge at Citv 
Hall. 

Again, we Ye glad the supervisors 
blew the whistle on the gravy train 
for the crafts at City Hall. But its now’ 
time for the supervisors to submit the 
issues to a third party mediator, and 
it's time for Moscone to take off the 
gloves and see that the mediation pro¬ 
cess gets started as quickly as possible. 
Sup. Kopp’s statement just doesn't wash 
— “weYe not impressed with a media¬ 
tor here. We Ye talking about tax dol¬ 
lars and when you say mediation all 
you Ye talking about is more money*” 

The issue, as Kopp and his fellow 
supervisors know, isn't money, it's prin¬ 
ciple and political hay-making. There's 
only $6 million or so separating the city 
and the strikers and if Kopp and 
company were so concerned about 
money, they wouldn't have voted \5% 
pay raises for Stationary Engineers 
and 11 % for Teamsters, both former 
crafts workers. 

If Kopp and company were so con¬ 
cerned about money, they wouldn't 
have voted for airport expansion and 
they would vote to do a feasibility 
study to buy FG&E. 

The supervisors have a great deal of 
discretion on how they implement 
Proposition B, The plain fact is that 
they Ye holding the line to try’ to curb 
the power of the union bosses, which 
is to the good in this instance. But 
thevVe made their point and it's'now 
time to get the Muni running and to 
start fighting the cost s of Manhattaniza¬ 
tion on even more important fronts.

A tale of two covers 



The issue of Rolling Stone magazine 
that's been on the newsstands for the 
past two weeks has a picture of super- 
star British rocker Peter Framptou on 
the cover. Depending on which copy 
you may have seen, Frampton is either 
pictured in profile, with windswept 
hair, in a torn yellow T-shirt, or else 
posed full-face, bare-chested, in a 
photographer's studio. 

Here's what happened. Rolling Stone 
originally commissioned New York 
fashion photographer Francesco Sca- 
vullo to take the cover photo, and 
Scavullo came up with the full-face 
shot. When the prints arrived at the 
magazine's San Francisco editorial 
offices, the editors and designers de¬ 
cided the glamorous portrait of the 
heavily made-up Frampton didn't ade¬ 
quately convey the guitarist's person¬ 
ality. 

So they sent freelance photographer 
Bud Lee to Florida to capture Framp¬ 
ton in a more relaxed mood on the 
beach. The resulting profile shot was 
put on the cover, and the Scavullo 
photo was relegated to the inside of 
the magazine, at the beginning of 

As the 4 World 
Press’ turns 

Three of the original panelists on 
KQED’s nationally syndicated “World 
Press" program have resigned follow¬ 
ing more than a year's conflict with 
the show's executive editor and pro¬ 
ducer, Andrew Stern. 

“World Press,” broadcast on KQED 
at 8 pm on Thursdays, is one of two 
nationally syndicated KQED programs. 
The show's panelists analyze the re¬ 
sponse to major news events of news¬ 
papers In other nations. The three 
men who resigned had been with the 
program since its inception in 1960 — 
moderator Roger Boas, and UC Berke¬ 
ley professors Chalmers Johnson and 
Leslie Lipson, who reported on the 
Asian and British press respectively. 

Lipson told the Guardian the final 
split came March 30 after Stem was 
“personally insulting" to Boas during 
the preshow conference phone call. 
Following the call, Boas, Johnson and 
Lipson presented executive producer 
Zev Putterman with an ultimatum: 
Stern had to go or they would quit. 
Putterman accepted their resignations 
April I. 

The resignations capped 15 months 
of power struggles over control of 
the “World Press" program. The three 
veterans had enjoyed a free hand in 
selection and commentary on the news 
until Stem came on board in 1974 as 
producer and executive editor, 

“This producer has tried to foist his 
ideas on the program, and we think it 
has deteriorated in quality,” said Lipson, 
who also complained about the com¬ 
petence of some of the newer “World 
Press” panelists. 

Lipson charged that Stem had made 
the show “superficial,” by featuring 
“quick, staccato reports’' in imitation 
of commercial news programs. "They 
say the station managers like the new 
format,” Lipson added, “I say the 
viewers I have talked to don't. They’re 



Cameron Crowe's feature story about 
Frampton, On Tuesday night, March 23, 
the magazine's pages were shipped 
to the printer in St. Louis. 

Late the next evening, as the presses 
were rolling, editor Jann Wenner had 
a brainstorm: the bare-chested Scavullo 
photo would look better on the cover 
after all! Word was flashed to St. 
Louis to stop the press, which was 
by this time about one-third of the 
way into the magazine's press run. 
of 700,000. The photos were switched, 
and one paragraph of Crowe's story, 
which told of the Scavullo photo ses¬ 
sion and the decision not to use the 
picture on the cover, had to be hastily 
rewritten. The copies that had already 
been printed with the profile on the 
cover went mostly to newsstands on 
the West Coast. The Scavullo covers 
went to the rest of the country and 
to most subscribers. 

Nobody at Rolling Stone would say 
just how much this last-minute change 
of heart cost, but estimates ranged 
as high as $30,000,

trying to ape commercial television.

Other sources within the program 
pointed out, however, that Stern had 
brought more Third World emphasis 
to the program, and less focus on the 
European-centered, Cold War approach 
of the original panelists, 

“It was becoming less of an old boy’s 
club rap and more of an independent 
public affairs program,” said one source 
connected with the show 1 , “The show 
has changed because the world has 
changed.”

New York West 
is here 

New West magazine, brainchild of 
Clay Felker, the editor of the highly 
successful New York magazine, hit 
Bay Area newsstands April 12 with 
its premier edition. 

The issue, which has the same slick 
format as the magazine’s twin sister 
in New York, features articles on 
Southern California theater and din¬ 
ing, plus pieces on ‘The 76 people 
shaping California’s future” and “The 
first 100 days of President Jerry Brown.” 

According to Senior Editor Jon Car- 
roll, the magazine claims 100,000 
subscribers under its belt, the result 
of a sophisticated mail campaign. Car- 
roll was formerly the West Coast editor 
for the Village Voice , another recent 
Felker acquisition in his burgeoning 
media empire. By June, the magazine 
expects to have 175,000 subscribers,

including 50,000 in Northern Califor¬ 
nia. 

The first issue, for all its attempt 
to seem intimate with California, be¬ 
trays an “isn’t California quaint” New 
York-oriented attitude, and yet lacks 
the bite of New York 

One article is “an acknowledged 
mistake," according to Car roll That’s 
"The 76 People Shaping California s 
Future/ bv former Time correspondent 
Robert Blair Kaiser. 

Among the magic 76 influential^: 
retired retailer Cyril Magnin, green¬ 
grocer Joe Carcione, and show-business 
Reverend Cecil Williams. (Williams s 
parishioners, we’re told, include "‘high- 
heeled homosexuals from the Castro 
gulch.") 

Carroll says, of the New York over¬ 
tones, “We were putting out a really 
rush first issue, and when you Ye doing 
things in a hurry, you fall back on 
formula/' According to the new maga¬ 
zine’s promotional material, 75% of 
New West will be original material 
with the remainder being articles pub¬ 
lished simultaneously in New York 
such as Dan Dorfman’s views on the 
stock market and Richard Reeves's 
thoughts on the national political scene. 
Felker will edit the magazine for two 
months, after which he will turn it 
over to Carroll and fellow editors 
Frank Lalli and Lawrence Dietz. 

Meanwhile, Jerry Kobrin, an adver¬ 
tising and public relations man for 
Lion Country' Safari in Orange County, 
told the Guardian he is still planning 
to go ahead with a rival magazine 
also named New West Kobrin main¬ 
tains his magazine was conceived late 
last summer and that Felker is in¬ 
fringing on his trade mark. He has 
filed suit in Orange County Superior 
Court against Felker for using the name 
New West and says he plans to publish 
the first issue of his rival magazine in 
May,

Quiet struggle at Soledad 


Prisoners have been unionizing rapidly 
in the California state prison system 
and perhaps nowhere as rapidly as 
Soledad Prison: according to Prisoners' 
Union Local No. 9 in SF, around 1,000 
of SoledadY 2,300 prisoners have be¬ 
come members since organizing began 
in 1971, most of them in the last six 
months. 

According to Soledad prisoners inter¬ 
viewed recently by the Guardian , in¬ 
mates are joining the union because 
it can’t be disbanded at the, whim 
of prison administrators. The signifi¬ 
cance of this kind of independence 
is illustrated by the following incident 
cited by prisoners: 


On March 1 i, prisoners' grievance 
committee members — called inmate 
catalysts — met with Jerry Enomoto, 
Director of the California Department 
of Corrections, to discuss the prison's 
grievance machinery and present a list 
of grievances and requests. According 
to inmate catalysts present at the meet¬ 
ing, Enomoto listened quietly to what 
they had to say, then suggested they 
present their complaints to the Soledad 
staff, assuring them there would be no 
reprisals and no problems with their 
requests. 

The prisoners did just that at a meet¬ 
ing with Deputy Superintendent Richard 
Pulley the next day. Their requests 


Journalism review sold 


(MORE) magazine, a New York-based 
monthly which muckrakes the nation's 
new's media industry, has been sold 
by its founders. 

The magazine, which sponsored a 
major media conference in SF in Feb¬ 
ruary 1975 attended by more than 
1,200 people, has been plagued by debts 
and other financial difficulties since its 
founding in 1971. “It was woefully 
undercapitalized since day one/’ said 
Richard Pollack, who founded the 
magazine with J. Anthony Lukas and 
William Woodward III. 

It has a circulation of approximately 
18,000, Pollack told me, and charges 
$1,000 a page for advertising. Most 
of its advertising support — about 
$3,000 an issue — comes from “pub¬ 
lic service" commentaries on the media 
from companies like Mobil Oil Corpora¬ 
tion. 

(MORE) — named after the word 
journalists place at the end of each page 
of their stories — publishes a mix of 
media gossip and serious articles analyz¬ 
ing who owns the media and how that 


ownership affects the news, 

(MORE) constantly struggled to stay- 
ahead of its creditors. Pollack says 
more than $ 100,000 has been invested 
piecemeal in the magazine. 

(MORE) is settling with old creditors, 
including freelance writers, at 26c on 
the dollar as a prelude to the trans¬ 
fer of dwnership. An investors' group 
led by Michael Kramer, formerly of 
New York magazine's “City Politic" 
section, will be pumping an undis¬ 
closed amount of new capital into the 
review. 

Kramer plans to hire more editorial 
and business staffers, move to bigger 
offices and hire the magazines first 
secretary. 

Pollack, who presently edits the maga¬ 
zine, says he'll probably be leaving 
within a year for personal reasons 
unrelated to the change in ownership. 
He says he plans to continue as a con¬ 
tributing editor and will not leave 
the new owners “in the lurch" until 
a new editor is found.

seemed modest and reasonable, such 
things as multilingual medical aides at 
the prison hospital, inter-cell visiting 
privileges and regularly scheduled meet¬ 
ings between prisoner representatives 
and members of the press and public 
interest organizations. 

Nevertheless, Pulley not only rejected 
their requests out of hand, but he also 
disbanded the inmate catalysts. 

The prisoners were outraged at this 
treatment One member of the inmate 
catalyst committee told me, “We had 
no idea we were going to get this kind 
of reception. Pulley wouldn’t even 
speak to any of the points we tried 
to make. All he did was tell us that 
he was in charge at the prison and he 
would make the decisions, not us," 
(Prisoners contacted by the Guardian 
declined to be named for fear of offi¬ 
cial retaliation.) 

The catalyst committee wrote to 
Enomoto March 15 to tell him what 
had happened- Almost immediately 
Soledad administrators backtracked on 
the catalysts and began trying to smooth 
things over with the prisoners. In 
memoranda to inmate catalysts, prison 
officials said the mass firing had been 
an unfortunate “misunderstanding" and 
the inmate catalysts were all rehired 
to serve as inmate representatives as 
before. 

Pulley could not be reached for his 
version of the dispute, but other prison 
officials say the entire incident was 
a mistake. The firing of the catalysts 
occured when “someone misinterpreted 
Acting Superintendent George Sum¬ 
ners wishes/’ according to Soledad 
staff j. Margulies. Sumner is Pulley's 
boss, and the man who ordered the 
catalysts fired. 

“This w'hole affairs makes it per¬ 
fectly clear that what inmates need 
is an advocate outside the prison sys¬ 
tem — something or someone that 
administrators can't reach," one inmate 
catalyst told me, shaking his head 
sadly,

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Did the L.A. police conspire 
to kill George Jackson? 

Ex-LpA. police undercover agent testifies at San Quentin Six trial 


F ormer Los Angeles police under¬ 
cover agent Louis Tack wood blew 
the Ud off the San Quentin Six 
trial this week by testifying to a mas¬ 
sive cover-up of criminal activities by 
law enforcement agencies. Called to 
the witness stand as a defense witness 
for Black Panther Johnny Larry Spain, 
Tack wood testified for four days about 
the involvement of the Los Angeles 
Police Department, the FBI and the 
California Bureau of Investigation and 
Identification in attempts to assassinate 
black leaders, stage phony prison breaks 
in which all participants would be 
killed, as well as assignments to in¬ 
filtrate and destroy black militant 
groups. 

The San Quentin Six defense claims 
that law enforcement agents set George 
Jackson up to be murdered and trig¬ 
gered the Aug. 2L 1971, incident in 
the prison’s Adjustment Center in which 
three guards and two prisoners were 
killed by an abortive attempt on Jack- 
son s life. Jackson also was killed later 
that day, shot down in an adjoining 
yard. 

"What was your last completed as¬ 
signment in Northern California?** 
Spain's lawyer Charles Garry asked 
Tack wood April 8. 

“The assassination of George Jack- 
son," Tack wood replied. Spectators 
in the courtroom gasped. Taekwood 
named several men as his coconspira¬ 
tors: Los Angeles Police Chief Ed Davis, 
California Attorney General Evelle 
Younger, LAPD Sergeants Dan Ma¬ 
honey, Bob S her ret t, Don Beasley, Ray 
Callahan and Gary Rudy, and Bob 
Barrons of C1L The black former agent, 
who spoke so rapidly at times his words 
were almost unintelligible, gave dates 
and places of meetings, names of law 
enforcement agents present and other 
detailsof his work. 

Jackson was only one of several in¬ 
tended murder victims, Taekwood said: 
in June 1970, he attended a meeting 
with Callahan and Larry Brown of 
the LAPD's Special Investigation and 
Intelligence unit. “They told me how I 
did a good job in intelligence and they 
needed my help. They said the job 
w-ould pay well but it entailed murder. 
I said, 'So what? How much does it 
pay?* About nine names were men¬ 
tioned, including George Jackson, Huey 
Newton, Eidridge Cleaver, Bobby Seale 
and Elmer 'Geronimo' Pratt." 

From that time until October 1971 
when he left the LAPD, Taekwood 
said he worked on the infiltration and 
destruction of the Black Panther Party. 
One assignment “required me to locate 
certain individuals in the north and 
prevent them from testifying in the 
Angela Davis case. One individual I 
was to kill when I located him." 


Under questioning by Garry, Tack- 
wood said George Jackson was to be 
duped into believing a group of people 
would break him out of prison. Marin 
County Superior Court Judge Henry 
Broderick, who appeared somewhat 
shaken by Tack wood's testimony, cau¬ 
tioned the jury, “Persons of his back¬ 
ground tend to talk about things they 
don't actually know." 

But Taekwood rattled off step after 
step of his participation in the con¬ 
spiracy to kill Jackson, In Santa Cruz, 
he said, "I got in with the people I 
was supposed to get in with. I tapped 
their phones, ransacked and burglarized 
their apartments, got letters in and 
out of prison." Around Aug, 1, 1971, 
Taekwood testified, he and LAPD Sgts, 
Sherrett and Mahoney drove from Santa 
Cruz to San Quentin. In the prison 
parking lot, Taekwood said he saw 
Sherrett remove a paper bag from be¬ 
neath the spare tire in the truck of their 
car. “He took out what appeared to 
me to be a ,38 snub-nose. He checked 
it out and put the gun back in the bag.** 
All three walked up the ramp and 
through the prison guard where Sherrett 
passed the brown paper bag with the 
gun to a guard. Taekwood described 
the guard as white, 5*8**, with a long 
scar across his face.

The gun, Taekwood testified, had 
been rendered inoperable. A week later, 
he found out why. Mahoney, he said, 
told him Aug. 23 had been set as the 
day Jackson would be killed and added, 
"It would be easier for public opinion 
if he was found with a gun when 
killed/* 

On Taekwood's second day on the 
stand Judge Broderick told him, "You 
may well have incriminated yourself. 
You indicated your part in a plot to 
kill George Jackson/* Broderick then 
appointed Oakland lawyer Martin Na- 
kahara to represent Taekwood. 

Ironically, prosecutor Jerry Herman, 
in his cross examination of Taekwood, 
provided the defense lawyers with the 
official confirmation of Tackwood's 
veracity they needed. Throughout his 
testimony, Taekwood referred to no 
documents, nor did he cite others be¬ 
side police officers who knew what he 
was doing. Herman, who April 9 at¬ 
tacked Taekwood as “an unmitigated 
liar/* on April 13 became the first 
government official to reveal that Tack- 
wood, in his capacity as police in¬

formant, had been operating with 
Sgts. Sherrett and Mahoney in the 
Santa Cruz mountains late in 1970. 
(According to former Chronicle reporter 
Paul Avery, both officers have denied 
under oath having any contact with 
Taekwood after 1961.) Herman also 
revealed that Bob Barrons of Cl I had 
used Taekwood in San Francisco in 
early 1971 to sabotage the Angela 
Davis defense, as Taekwood claimed 
he had done. 

Thus, Herman supported major ele¬ 
ments of Taekwood *s testimony about 
his activities in Northern California 
in 1970 and 197L But Tackwood's 
version of events differs from Herman’s, 
Herman said Tackwood's 1970 assign¬ 
ment was to locate five Panther fugi¬ 
tives from Los Angeles, According 
to Herman, Taekwood gave the two 
police sergeants erroneous information, 
so the three drove through the Santa 
Cruz mountains, couldn't locate the 
hideout they were seeking and returned 
to Los Angeles. 

But Taekwood says his assignment 
then was to infiltrate the Panthers 
and further the conspiracy to kill 
George Jackson. A report, dated Oct. 12, 
1970, which Taekwood said he pre¬ 
pared and submitted to law enforce¬ 
ment agencies, confirms his version 
rather than Herman's. This report, 
introduced for identification by the 
defense in the San Quentin Six trial, de¬ 
tails information gathered by agent 
C-I4, Tackwood's code name, on people 
involved with the Soledad Brothers 
Defense, Black Panther Party mem¬ 
bers, illicit communications going in 
and out of prison, and a plan to free 
George Jackson. 

Tackwood's dramatic testimony may 
have far-ranging implications for the 
rest of the trial. Marin County* Public 
Defender Frank Cox, who represents 
San Quentin Six defendant David John¬ 
son, has tried unsuccessfully for more 
than a year to get law enforcement 
officials to turn over evidence related 
to a possible police conspiracy to kill 
Jackson. In March 1975, Cox sub* 
poenaed all records of the LAPD, the 
FBI and the CII concerning Taekwood. 
But, at the time, he ran into a stone 
wall: The LAPD said their only refer* 
ence to Taekwood concerned a truck 
hijacking case in 1967. CII said they 
had nothing. The FBI said its files 
were privileged information to which 
Cox could not have access. In a 
series of hearings in the fall of 1975, 
Cox tried to convince trial judge 
Broderick to force the agencies to turn 
their records over to him. The judge 
would not, calling Cox*s conspiracy 
theories far-fetched and upholding the 
law enforcement agencies. 

Now defense lawyers hope Tack- 
wood's testimony, buttressed by Her¬ 
man's confirmation of his employment, 
will convince Broderick to order the 
agencies to search anew for records 
bearing on Taekwood*s allegations, 
(That is, if all records have not been 
shredded long ago.) Cox, walking out 
of court April 13, said, "l£*s a ridiculous 
cover-up. Maybe if the judge will allow 
us, the jury will hear about it." 

Taekwood, now 33, first turned the 
tables on his former employers in No¬ 
vember 1971. He approached a writer 
for the Los Angeles Free Press , offer¬ 
ing to tell about police conspiracies 
and frame-ups of political activists. 
That same month, his testimony in 
the trial of 13 Panthers accused of 
conspiracy to murder and assault police 
officers was instrumental in achieving 
acquittals or hung juries for all the 
accused. Taekwood exposed Melvin 
“Cotton" Smith, a member of the 
Panther hierarchy, as a police in*

formant. Smith* who had been the pro¬ 
secution's chief witness, was discredited. 
With Donald Freed and the LA-based 
Citizens Research and Investigation 
Committee, Taekwood produced a 
book, The Glass House Tapes , pub¬ 
lished in 1973, about his experiences 
with the Los Angeles Police Depart¬ 
ment, 

One of the most sinister elements 
of Tackw-ood's testimony in court has 
been his description of the fierce rivalry 
he saw between different law enforce¬ 
ment groups, a rivalry whose full con¬ 
sequences remain unknown. Accord¬ 
ing to Taekwood, George Jackson was 
shot Aug. 21, 1971, because CII jumped 
the gun on the Criminal Conspiracy 
Section of the LAPD, which intended 
to kill Jackson Aug. 23 as he went 
♦to court to stand trial. 

The day after Jackson's death Tack- 
wood testified he was summoned to 
the glass house, LAPD headquarters. 
“The whole place was in an uproar/* 
he testified. Lt, Robert Keel, then in 
charge of the Criminal Conspiracy 
Section, was talking with Sherrett. 
Taekwood said he heard the following 
statements made. Sherrett: “CII fucked 
up and put the wrong gun in. The 
dumb „ shits put a 9 mm in there 
instead of a .38.” Keel: "We got to 
go back in there and get the .38 and 
our man out." Callahan: “How in the 
fuck could such a mistake be made? 
. . . Well, what the fuck, the nigger 
is dead." 

After his testimony April 8, I asked 
Taekwood whether the San Quentin 
Six were involved in the deaths which 
took place Aug. 21, 197 L "No/' he 
answered. 

"Was Stephen Bingham involved?” 

“No, he wasn't either.”

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New York and San Francisco -10 reasons 

If SF defaults, it won’t just be due to $17,000 streetsweepers and $87 a month welfare recipients

uesday, April ] 3. Day 14 of the 
city workers’ strike. Long lines 
of cars inch northward on South 
Van Ness Avenue. I sit in traffic, 
fuming. Finally, I give up and park in a 
bus zone, slamming the car door be¬ 
hind me. On Market Street I hold my 
breath so as not to inhale the lead in 
the air. 

In Civic Center Plaza, paper lies 
shredded and wet in the overflow from 
the fountain, garbage piles out of refuse 
cans and litter peppers the grass where 
people used to sit and eat their lunches. 
At City Hall, pickets scowl as l pass 
them and enter the building, feeling 

guilty. 

We! come to New York. 

’"What started this was New York — 
that scared people," Sup. Quentin 
Kopp told a New York Times reporter 
questioning him about the strike last 
week. With San Francisco facing its 
own budget crunch, Kopp and the 
other supervisors are using the specter 
of New York’s monumental economic 
problems as ammunition to attack the 
most visible symbol of high city costs 
here — well-paid city crafts workers. 
The 1,900 city crafts workers are now 
striking because the supervisors want 
to roll back their contracts, effectively 
cutting their wages by $ 1,000 to 14,000 
apiece annually. 

Make no mistake about it, San Fran¬ 
cisco s budget problems are real. Figures 
released by Controller John Farrell in 
January' show that the city faces a 
budget deficit that could be as high 
as $70 million this year. Mayor George 
Moseone, having studied the city’s 


financial situation for four months, 
is recommending to the supervisors 
a budget that includes $7 million worth 
of cuts from last year, a freeze in fund¬ 
ing for most city departments and 
the elimination of 1,000 jobs from 
the city payroll. Even at that, resi¬ 
dential property taxpayers and renters, 
who got socked with huge increases 
last year, face another tax hike of 7Sc 
per $100 this summer, Moseone told 
the supervisors’ Finance Committee 
on March 17. 

But SF s budget problems are no¬ 
where near as serious as New York’s. 
This year, New York's budget deficit 
is well over $1 billion. About 40,000 
city employees have been cut from the 
payroll since New York nearly de¬ 
faulted last December. A new three- 
year budget plan released by New 
York mayor Abe Beame at the end of 
March calls for 50,000 more layoffs. 
All city services — including police, 
fire, sanitation, hospitals and schools 
— have been cut back drastically. 

Nevertheless, Moseone and Kopp 
and the other supervisors are crying 
“New York" to justify immediate cuts 
in services and wages, while all but 
ignoring other ways of keeping costs 
down and raising revenues. 

Like holding the line on new bonds 
for Manhattanization projects such as a 
new sports arena or convention center, 
airport expansion and nonprofit park¬ 
ing garages. Like making downtown 
banks, insurance companies and hotels 
pay their fair share of property taxes. 
Like cutting the costs of city service by 
discouraging high rise, high-in tensity 
growth. Like avoiding the financial 


trickery that got New York in trouble. 

In attacking essential services and 
good wages for city workers, Moseone 
and Kopp are attacking symptoms 
of the city'’s economic crisis rather than 
its causes. While some cuts clearly 
are needed, there’s a lot more pushing 
San Francisco towards becoming an¬ 
other New York than some well-paid 
streetsweepers and people on welfare. 

Here are ten other crucial reasons 
why San Francisco may be headed for 
bankruptcy: 

I) Budgetary gimcrackery— Although 
San Francisco has traditionally fol¬ 
lowed conservative financial programs, 
the lessons of New York are instructive. 

Year after year, beginning in 1965, 
New York’s elected officials used every 
manner of accounting hocus-pocus to 
cover up two simple facts: New York 
was operating at a substantial loss and 
the loss was growing larger every year. 
Mavors Robert Wagner, John Lindsay 
and Abe Beame (who eventually inher¬ 
ited the mess he had made of New York’s 
bookkeeping when he was comptroller 
under Wagner and Lindsay) borrowed 
hundreds of millions of dollars in short¬ 
term loans to fund inflating operating 
expenses while concealing the city’s 
debt with a series of fiscal gimmicks 
and tricks. 

Among other things. New York City 

jOk officials always listed property 
*taxes from abandoned buildings as 
revenue owed to the city, they shuffled 
many “operating" budget items like 
salaries for Manpower Training to "‘cap¬ 
ital expenditures" where they could bor¬ 
row against them, and they “brought 


up" revenues from the first quarter of 
the next fiscal year to pay expenses for 
the last quarter of the current year. 

As late as April 1975, Abe Beame 
claimed New York’s deficit was around 
$400 million, when in fact it was 
closer to $2 billion, according to a 
number of different published sources. 

San Francisco has operated with 
a more conservative fiscal policy and 
this city’s officials have usually avoided 
such obvious financial sleightsof-hand. 
Until last year. Last fall, with eight 
of its members running either for re- 
election or for mayor, and w'ith voters 
frothing about tax increases, the SF 
Board of Supervisors pulled a trick of 
fiscal folly worthy of Abe Beame him¬ 
self. To keep the tax rate low, they 
funded part of the budget with money 
they really didn’t have. 

This is how the scam worked: every 
year for the past several years, some 
city departments have not spent all 
the money appropriated to them (mainly 
because job positions were funded but 
not filled, due to a city hiring freeze). 
So, a surplus of revenues accumulated 
and one year s surplus was often applied 
to the following year’s budget. 

But last year, for the First time, the 
supervisors not only applied the accu¬ 
mulated surplus — about $35 million — 
to the 1975-76 budget, they also pro¬ 
jected an anticipated surplus of 
$20.9 million from 1975-76 and used 
it to keep the tax rate artificially low. 

Both the controller and the budget 
analyst re com mem led against the ac¬ 
tion. The civil grand jury criticized 
the supervisors for doing it. "There is 
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why the Big Apples are rotting at the core

no certainty with regard to the ex¬ 
tent of the anticipated general fund 
surpluses/" the grand jury wrote last 
October, “Other cities that have re¬ 
sorted to borrowing to meet current 
obligations have experienced serious 
financial problems/’ When the grand 
jury updated its report in January 
1976, it noted, “The Controller is un¬ 
able to demonstrate that the surplus 
counted on by the Board will result 
from economies of government/' 

Although the supervisors’ election 
year grandstand play to keep the tax 
rate down won’t sink the city by itself, 
it helps explain why Moscone finds 
himself in the uncomfortable position 
of calling for budget cuts, layoffs and 
a tax increase his first year in office. 
It also means, according to the grand 
jury, that there may be no surplus 
to help fund the 1976-77 budget. The 
supervisors* action is exactly the kind 
of political fiddling with the city's 
purse that got New York in trouble. 

2) High rate of bonded indebtedness— 
The Advisory Commission of Inter¬ 
governmental Relations, a federal ag¬ 
ency in Washington, DC, which studies 
economics at all levels of government, 
recently released a study of municipal 
defaults in the US. The study found 
a number of danger signals in the bud¬ 
gets of cities. Number one on the list 
was a high per capita bonded indebt¬ 
edness — how much a city borrows 
per citizen. New r York has the highest 
per capita indebtedness in the country 
— $1,-41 K San Francisco has the third 
highest — $1,225, behind Boston in 
second place at $ 1,3 80. 

While many of New York's bonds 
are short-term notes that were basically 
used to borrow more money, many of 
SF’s bonds have often been sold for 
development and construction projects, 
many of them key elements of Man- 
hattanization like airport expansion. 
Redevelopment and downtown park¬ 
ing garages. 

According to a November 1975 re¬ 
port by the city controller, San Fran¬ 
cisco has a grand total of $689 million 
worth of outstanding bonds (this does 
not include the $143 million of airport 
revenue bonds approved in January). 
That means, according to the report, 
that total bond and interest payments 
for 1975-76 will be more than $79 mil¬ 
lion. For purposes of comparison, 
this equals about 10% of the city’s 
budget. 

nc-third of the bonds — $235 mil¬ 
lion — are high-interest revenue 
bonds floated by “nonprofit" 
corporations for things like parking 
garages and Candlestick Park. Pro¬ 
ponents of these revenue bonds — which 
don’t require approval of voters — 
argue there is no way the city can 
legally become responsible for paying 
them off. (They are supposedly paid off 
by revenues accruing to the “nonprofit” 
corporation which sold them.) 

But, in fact, there are ways for the 
city to get stuck, as the experience 
with Candlestick Park so aptly points 
out: funded by the “nonprofit” S. F. 
Stadium, Inc., Candlestick went on the 
tax rolls to the tune of $450,000 this 
year. 

Also, as Carol Kroot reported in an 
investigation of “nonprofit” corpora¬ 
tions in the April 2 San Francisco 
Progress , “few steps have been taken 
at City Hall to make sure the corpora¬ 
tions are accountable to the public. 
The files are scattered, shabby, in¬ 
complete and out of date. While the 
corporations’ books are audited, little 
has been done to draw the companies 
into the city's annual budgetary re¬ 
view process/' Kroot also reported 
that no less than five new “nonprofit” 


schemes — including another “non¬ 
profit" parking garage, a sports arena 
in Yerba Buena and a garage for the 
Performing Arts Center — are in various 
stages of approval 

In one form or another, San Fran¬ 
cisco pays $80 million to banks and 
bond holders in redemption and interest 
annually, 

3) Whos minding the store?— The final 
nail in New York City's financial cof¬ 
fin was driven in February 1974, when 
attorneys for a syndicate of banks 
purchasing $260 million worth of 
short-term notes, demanded to see cer¬ 
tain current financial data. They wanted 
proof that the city was actually due 
all the property tax revenues it was 
claiming. 

Bond buyers had customarily not 
insisted upon such records as a condi¬ 
tion of the sale of New York muni¬ 
cipal notes. According to a reconstruc¬ 
tion of the events leading to New York’s 
default crisis in the August 1975 
Fortune, New York Comptroller Harri¬ 
son Goldin was simply unable to pro¬ 
vide such figures. It was at this point 
that the disastrous tangle of New 
York’s finances began to become un¬ 
raveled, 

Tom Labreque, one of the bankers 
involved in the February 1974 events, 
told Fortune , “Whenever you turn over 
a rock and find something, you wonder 
what else is wrong.” By June 1974, 
New York State Comptroller Arthur 
Levitt was deep into an investigation 
of New York City’s books and had 
discovered "chaos in the city’s record¬ 
keeping,” according to the Fortune 
account, 

A similar situation may be on the 
horizon for San Francisco. In February 
of this year. Main Lafrentz and Co., 
the certified public accountants hired 
by the city to examine the city’s books, 
reported to the supervisors “certain 
problems ... in connection with our 
examination of the financial state¬ 
ments of the City and County,” 

Among the problems: revenue claims 
for SF General, Laguna Honda and the 


Department of Public Health are in¬ 
adequately supported" by those depart¬ 
ments’ own figures. Various city de¬ 
partments were unable to satisfactorily 
account for $4 million worth of work 
and purchase orders. A controller’s 
audit of the city treasurer’s office 
was found “to be not in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing stan¬ 
dards " Audits of the Municipal Court’s 
traffic citation department. Social Ser¬ 
vices department and SF General were 
delayed and impeded by tangled book¬ 
keeping. 

I n short, said the Main Lefrentz 
report, “We feel that the fiscal prob¬ 
lems of the City and County may 
be approaching a crisis proportion,” 
Ten months after the end of last fiscal 
year. Main Lefrentz has not yet issued 
its audit of the city’s books from 
1974-75, largely because of delays 
caused by confused bookkeeping in 
various city departments. 

Controller Farrell’s office lays much 
of the blame for this on understaffing 
in his office. “IPs a huge job,” deputy 
controller Paul Langdon told the Guard¬ 
ian. “The mayor and the supervisors 
have to give us adequate funding to 
do it.” Whatever the reason, the cur¬ 
rent chaotic state of some financial 
records, does not bode well for San 
Francisco's fiscal stability. 

4) High rises and the cost of city ser¬ 
vices— During the Fifties and Sixties, 
SF experienced a boom in the con¬ 
struction of highrise buildings second 
only to New York’s. While New York 
built several hundred highrise apart¬ 
ment and office towers between 1950 
and 1970, San Francisco put up 52 
downtown highrises. This Manhattan- 
ization of the city had several economic 
implications for SF, almost all bad. 

For one thing, many blue collar 
industries left the city and San Fran¬ 
cisco (like New York) became a city 
of commuters. For another, while 
boosters of the highrise boom preached 
that highrises represented economic 
salvation for the city, Manhattanization, 


in fact, drove up the percentage of 
the city’s property' tax bill being footed 
by residential property owners. 

But the primary' economic blow 
to the city lay in the fact that highrise 
buildings cost more in services than 
they bring in in taxes. A team of Guard¬ 
ian researchers conducted a cost/benefit 
study of highrise growth back in 1970 
for the book The Ultimate Highrise . 
They examined financial records from 
several city departments in detail. 
Their finding: buildings in the down¬ 
town Central Business District pro¬ 
duced $62.9 million in revenue, while 
the CBD cost the city $67.7 million 
in police, fire, sewage treatment and 
other city services. 

Add to this the fact that many 
businesses housed in highrises, like banks 
and insurance companies, are exempt 
from city taxes, and it’s not difficult 
to understand why both New York 
and San Francisco have headed down 
the drain during a 20-year period of 
intensive highrise construction for both 
cities. 

5) Highrise and unemployment— The 

economy of New' York City began to 
flatten during the 1970 national reces¬ 
sion, In that year alone. New' York 
lost 52,000 jobs, according to federal 
Bureau of Labor statistics. In the last 
five years, 134 of the city's 162 in¬ 
dustries have declined. Declines were 
steepest in manufacturing and trade. 
Since 1970, New York has lost a total 
of 400,000 jobs. The city now has 
30 million empty square feet of office 
space. With the city’s tax base eroded, 
unemployment and welfare costs soared 
and “default” became a household 
word. 

San Francisco has experienced similar 
patterns. During the period of the city's 
highrise boom (1953-72), the number 
of manufacturing companies has de¬ 
clined from 2,141 to 1,549, accord¬ 
ing to a 1975 city planning depart¬ 
ment study. At the same time, whole¬ 
sale trade suffered a decline of 23%. 
with’nearly 700 companies leaving 
the city, while trucking and ware¬ 
housing declined 17.5%, In all, accord¬ 
ing to the planning department, more 
than 20,000 jobs were lost in the cate¬ 
gories of “craftsmen” and “laborers/’ 

These blue collar jobs were replaced 
by 19,963 new “professional and tech¬ 
nical” jobs and 19,322 “clerical” jobs 
that grew out of the spurt of highrise 
construction. Nearly 60% of these 
“office industry” jobs go to commuters. 

T he results: unemployment soared 
from 6.6% in I960 to 7.3% in 
1970 to nearly 12% today, with 
20% of the unemployed males in the city 
categorized as “craftsmen.” And the 
cost of providing social services to the 
victims of Manhattanization has in¬ 
creased from $60 million to $ 143 mil¬ 
lion in just ten years. 

6) Systematic underassessment of down¬ 
town commercial property— Investiga¬ 
tive reporter jack Newfield, report¬ 
ing on the causes of New York’s 
financial crisis in the Sept. 15, 1975, 
Village Voice , wrote that a large amount 
of real estate held by corporate in¬ 
terests in New York (he mentioned 
Morgan Guaranty Trust, Getty Oil, 
General Electric, Metropolitan Life, 
Con Edison, the New York Times and 
New York Telephone, among others) 
was “seriously underassessed." New¬ 
field also noted these corporate in¬ 
terests had recently received $276 mil¬ 
lion worth of reduced real estate as¬ 
sessments. 

The situation is similar to Sah Fran¬ 
ciscos. Here, researchers from Citizen’s 
Action League.examined tax assessment 
records for 342 downtown commercial

properties in 1975. CAL found that 147 of 
them had assessments that either decreased, 
remained the same or increased bv less than 
10% from 1970 to 1975. 

More: ten prime downtown properties — the 
O’Farrell Street Hilton Hotel, Crocker Aetna 
building, Massachusetts Mutual Life, Crown- 
Zellerbach building. Mutual Benefit Life, Wells 
Fargo’s Montgomery Street headquarters, the 
Bank of America plaza, the Transamerica 
Pyramid, One Embareadero Center and the 
Golden Gateway — had property tax reduc¬ 
tions totalling more than $1 million dollars, 
according to CAL. 

eanwhile, the portion of the total 
property tax bill that is funded by the 
downtown highrise district declines, 
to the disadvantage of property taxpayers and 
renters in the neighborhoods. Block-by-block 
assessment research for The Ultimate Highrise 
showed that, while property taxes increased 
as much as 300% in some SF neighborhoods 
between 1950 and 1970, the percentage of the 
tax bill paid by the downtown highrise district 
dropped steadily from 31% in 1950 to 27% in 
1960 to 24% in 1970.- 

7) Deferred maintenance— Both New York and 
San Francisco have adopted extremely short¬ 
sighted — and ultimately expensive — “brick 
and mortar’* policies. Over the last ten years, 
both cities have almost totally neglected the 
year-to-year preventive maintenance of their 
physical plants. 

In New* York, much of the city’s capital 
improvement’s budget was actually used to fund 
year-to-year operating expenses, in an attempt 
to conceal the city’s growing budget deficit, 
according to several investigations of New York's 
financial difficulties. 

In San Francisco, under Joe Aliotos reign, 
the best possible source of money for capital 
improvements — the millions of dollars which 
the city received from federal grant programs 
like Revenue Sharing and Community Develop¬ 
ment — instead went overwhelmingly to the 
Redevelopment Agency for Manhattanization 
projects such as Yerba Buena or to Alioto 
favorites like the Performing Arts Center. 

Year after year. Chief Admmistative Officer 
Tom Mellon and his Capital Improvements 
Advisory Committee developed maintenance 
programs for the city’s libraries, jails, hospitals, 
government buildings, parks, museums and 
streets. Year after year, most of the improve¬ 
ment program was axed from the budget in 
the euphemistic name of “deferred mainten¬ 
ance.” 

But “deferred maintenance” is just forestall¬ 
ing the inevitable. As the 1974 Grand Jury 
pointed out, “Eventually the buildings and 
streets will become unusable due to the large 
amount of deferred maintenance. Next will 
come the inevitable request for bond issues to 
replace the streets and buildings. The net re¬ 
sult of the chronic underfunding of maintenance 
is that capital funds, with attendant finance 
charges, are required to replace what should 
normally be a standard maintenance expense.” 

Mayor Moscone has made a first effort at 
reversing the short-sighted deferred maintenance 
policy with a budget request for $2.5 million 
to be put into capital improvements this year. 
But the supervisorsmust still approve it. 

S) High-priced pension funds— SF city officials 
are justified in attacking benefits for city em¬ 
ployees in at least one area — the lavish pen¬ 
sion funds which city workers have been 
awarded in recent years. In New- York, bloated 
pension funds became one of the single most 
expensive items in the city budget — $1 billion 
this year — and contributed as much as any 
other single expense to sinking the city's finances. 

In 1965, Robert Wagner’s last year as mayor 
of New York, the city’s contribution to pen¬ 
sion funds was about $250 million, according 
to figures in the Sept, 15, 1975, Village Voice. 
Then, under John Lindsay’s tenure as mayor, 
firemen, policemen, sanitation workers, teachers, 
transit workers and miscellaneous city em¬ 
ployees won huge new pension benefits. Be¬ 
tween 1965 and 1975, according to the Voice , 
the cost of pensions quadrupled. 

In San Francisco, employee gains in pen¬ 


sions have been nearly as astronomical. Ac¬ 
cording to figures of the Employees Retirement 
System, the retirement fund now totals $644 mil¬ 
lion and has 22,000 members. SF taxpayers’ 
contributions to employees' pension funds rose 
from $15 million in 1965 to $34 million in 
1970 to $80 million this year. City taxpayers 
now annually contribute 16% of miscellaneous 
city' workers salaries, 45% of firemen’s salaries 
and 57% of police salaries. As Russ Cone re¬ 
ported in the April 4 Examiner ; the city's con¬ 
tribution for pensions for uniformed workers 
alone now runs to $41.4 million per year. 

And on April 13, Controller Farrell, acting 
on a report by Coates, Herfurth and England, 
the city’s pension fund financial consultants, 
told the supervisors’ Finance Committee that 
the retirement system’s books are unbalanced, 
and that the city must contribute another 
$17 million to the fund. Farrell said the city 
could either raise the contribution rate for 
policemen to 73.9%, raise the rate for fire¬ 
men to 67% or raise the rate for miscellaneous 
employees to 18.4%. No matter how the money 
is added, Farrell said, the extra contribution 
will mean another 56c on the tax rate. 

9) Private utilities instead of public power — 

In the Nov, 3, 1975, Village Voice ; Jack 
Newfield presented a convincing case that Con 
Edison, which supplies power to New York, 
contrived its widely publicized 1974 financial 
crisis so the state of New York would buy and 
lease back two partially completed power 
plants from Con Ed for $50 million and also 
grant Con Ed's requests for rate increases. New- 
field also reported that Con Ed showed high 
profit margins since being bailed out by the 
state and that Con Ed had avoided paying any 
income tax on $203 million worth of income 
in 1973, 

“The long-run answer to Con Ed’s rate- 
gouging, tax dodging, poor management, pol¬ 
lution and other offenses is public power,” 
Newfield wrote, 

n San Francisco, the Guardian since 1969 
has documented the PG&E/Raker Act scan¬ 
dal; how PG6cE holds an illegal private power 
monopoly and forces city residents to buy ex¬ 
pensive private power, while PG&E distributes 
the city’s own Hetch Hetchv power to its pri¬ 
vate customers. Here, the Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission plans to help fund a $420 million 
dam on the Tuolumne River to provide cheap 
power for the expansion of the SF airport (see 
Guardian 4/2/76) while SF residents’ energy 1 
bills skyrocket. 

In San Francisco, Quentin Kopp and the 
rest of the supervisors scream to the heavens 
about becoming another New York and win 
votes by sounding tough about $6 million worth 
of wages for city crafts workers. But not one 
supervisor will vote to do a feasibility study for 
the city to buy out PG6cE and distribute its 
own cheap public pow r er to. its own citizens, 
despite a study by Accountants for the Public 
Interest which shows the city could gain as 
much as $21 million a year in new revenues by 
doing so, 

10) Density growth spiral — In his book The 
Power Broker ; Robert Caro carefully docu¬ 
ments how Robert Moses almost single-handedly 
created the New York of today. Moses, who 
practically invented redevelopment, locked New' 
York into ever-spiraling patterns of high-intensity 
growth with his monumental public works 
projects — freeways, bridges and buildings. 
Each new freeway he built set off its own mush¬ 
room cloud of sprawling growth. The final 
result is the traffic-clogged, polluted, noisy, 
highrise tangle that is Manhattan today. 

For the last 20 years San Francisco has been 
locked into a similar spiral of growth with a 
flock of new highrises, airport expansion, BART 
and Redevelopment projects like the Golden 
Gateway and Yerba Buena, 

As New York’s former mayor John Lindsay, 
who should know if anyone does, has said, 
“Density is responsible for inevitably higher 
costs for every conceivable service.” If San 
Francisco continues the disastrous development 
policies it has pursued for the last 20 years, 
the city’s budget — and not just its skyline — 
will be Manhattan!zed. ■ 
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How to buy a house for $1500 down 

With a little help from your friendly federal government

F rom time to time you may have 
thought of buying your own house, 
taken one look at the prices in the 
Sunday classifieds and given up in des¬ 
pair. But before you resign yourself 
to a lifetime of forking over monthly 
rent payments to a landlord, you should 
be aware of several home loan pro¬ 
grams sponsored by the federal govern¬ 
ment, which can enable you to buy a 
house for an initial cash outlay of 
$ 1,500 or even less. 

If you (or you and your spouse to¬ 
gether) gross $10,000 to $15,000 a year 
and can scrape together $750 to $1,500 
in cash for a down payment, you can 
afford to buy a $25,000 to $30,000 
house. Now, granted, that sort of price 
range won’t get you an address on 
Presidio Terrace, but there are plenty 
of residences available in the city’s 
more interesting neighborhoods. And if 
you Ye inclined toward fleeing to out¬ 
lying areas, such as Sonoma or Santa 
Clara Counties, chances are you’ll get 
more house for your money the farther 
you go. 

The government loans are handled 
by the Federal Housing Administration 
(FHA) and the Veterans Administration 
(VA; these loans are sometimes called 
GI). Banks and savings and loan com¬ 
panies, with their “conventional” loans, 
offer nothing similar. 

Here’s how you go about it: Check 
“Real Estate Loans” in the yellow pages 
of the phone book in the geographical 
area you Ye interested in. Phone any 
company whose ad lists the designa¬ 
tions ’“FHA-VA” or “FHA-GI.” (In San 
Francisco, of 211 companies listed 
under Real Estate Loans, only three — 
Baldwin & Howell, Mason-McDuffie 
and United California Mortgage Com¬ 
pany — advertise FHA-VA.) 

Make an appointment with one of 
these companies and find out the ap¬ 
proximate loan amount you can qualify 
for. Ask them what real estate agent 
they’ve done the most business with in 
the past year, then call that agent. 
Don’t worry if you don’t have a car: 
remember that part of the agent’s job 
is to drive you around to look at houses. 
You might also ask about townhouses 
and condominiums, which are usually 
less expensive than detached houses. 
Once you find a realtor you like, stick 
with him or her. He or she has access 


to 99% of the property for sale in the 
area. 

There are five kinds of FHA loans 
sponsored by the US Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, the 
most common of which is called 203B. 
The VA has only one type of loan. 
Four of these government loans can get 
you into a $30,000 house (and up), 
and the other two may get you into a 
$25,000 house — if you can find one 
that qualifies. (To qualify for an FHA 
or VA loan, the house must be free 
from termites and dry rot, pass local 
health department inspection if on a 
well or septic system, and have a . roof 
that doesn’t leak, wiring that will ser¬ 
vice modern appliances, functional 
plumbing and at least one bathroom 
that opens off a hallway. The age of 
the house by itself is no obstacle.) The 
chart below gives the major charac¬ 
teristics of the loans; the figures are 
approximate. 

The Federal Housing 
Administration 
sponsors five kinds of 
loans , and the 
Veterans 

Administration has 
another. 

Before you start on your search, keep 
in mind that the higher the sales price, 
the greater initial cash outlay you’ll 
have to make. Caution: if you find a 
newly built tract home, be sure the 
builder’s advertising states ’FHA’ or 
’VA’ (or ‘Cn. Each case is handled 
on its own merits, but as a rule, your 
monthly payments should be no more 
than one-third your gross monthly in¬ 
come to get your loan application 
approved — one-fourth is even safer. 

There are other advantages to FHA 
and VA loans besides small initial 
cash outlays. You can pay the loan off 
ahead of schedule without the usual pre¬ 
payment penalty' asked by conventional 
lenders (on a $30,000 house this can run 
from $600 to $1,200), And, should 
you decide to sell, you can pass on 
the existing government-sponsored loan 
you got to the new owner. Your buyer

need not take out a new loan at a higher 
rate of interest, nor does he or she have 
to undergo a credit check. The buyer 
w ill pay less than $50 in what are called 
assumption fees, rather than the typical 
$200 to $300 charged by conventional 
lenders. 

If you have $4,000 to $7,000 cash 
with which to buy a $30,000 house, 
however, you can cut way down on 
your monthly payments by taking out 
a conventional loan from a savings and 
loan company (few banks are loaning 
on houses these days). Because they get 
so much cash initially, savings and 
loans can afford to be more lenient 
on your credit qualifications. Also, a 
conventional loan will put you into 
your house in 30 to 40 days. It takes 
45 to 60 days with an FHA or VA 
loan — which, incidentally, is w'hy 
many realtors don’t like them (they 
want their commissions sooner). 

However exasperating the search 
and the terminology and the paper¬ 
work may become, buying your own 
house has unbeatable advantages. As 
Fred Rogers, Sonoma County branch 
manager for Western Mortgage Cor¬ 
poration, says, “It’s one of the few 
investments you can make today that 
will keep pace with inflation. Our 
appraisers figure a house in the Bay 
Area rises in value at least I % a month 
— that’s 12% each year/’ Further¬ 
more, you can deduct loan interest 
(the main part of your monthly pay¬ 
ments for the first ten to 15 years) and 
real estate taxes on your federal and

Shades of the 06 quake 

Where to celebrate the 70th anniversary 




By K. A, Maszka 

April 18 S 1906, was the day the earth so vio- 
lently found fault with San Francisco, 
^-Seventy years later, nostalgic San Fran¬ 
ciscans are planning to register some anniver¬ 
sary aftershocks of their own to commemorate 
every body's favorite disaster. Herewith, a com¬ 
pendium of Bay Area earthquake events. 

Faults alarm, "The Great Earthquake and Fire Muster/' 
sponsored by the St, Francis Hook and Ladder Company 
Number One, a nonprofit organization formed to preserve 
the history of the SF Fire Department: a weekend of events 
— contests, bucket brigades, parades, a firemen's ball — 
in celebration of SF s Twin Bicentennial, More than 2000 
firemen and fire buffs from around the world are expected 
to attend. The festivities begin on Saturday at 10 am in the 
Civic Center Plaza with a motorized fire apparatus com¬ 
petition using equipment dating from 1900-1940. Steam 
engines will be fired up at noon, at 1 pm the SF depart¬ 
ment demonstrates how it responds to a first alarm, ar\d 
at 1:30 comes the bucket brigade, Saturday evening, the 
traditional Firemen's Ball, 8 pm at Civic Auditorium; 
tickets, S4-S6 (semiformal). Sunday at 10 am, the parade 
of historic fire equipment from Market and Front Street 
to the Civic Center. Afternoon contests include hand¬ 
pumping fire hoses and horse cart races. All activities 
except the dance are free, 

Lotta shaking gain on. At 5:13 am on April 18 (Easter 
Sunday, no less) the remaining survivors of the '06 Earth¬ 
quake and the South of Market Boys gather at Lotta's 
Fountain, 3rd Street and Market, for the traditional vigil —

singing.

ovin' on the ra-di-oooo. 
“Kay-poo-oo . . 


The sweet, high, closely harmonized 
voices of the Variations fill KPOO 
Radio's tiny studio in Natoma alley. 
Lead singer Paul Edwards, wearing a 
brown fedora, with an elegant long 
gray coat draped over his shoulders, 
keeps time for cohorts Lee Variety 
and Don Juan. As the Oakland-based 
men harmonize, announcer George 
Norman anxiously turns dials. 

“High Noon, High Noon ,. 

It’s a live promotion for “High 
Moon,"’ a midday KPOO program mix¬ 
ing music with community news and 
short interviews. Vicky Napier, the 
woman who puts the show together, 
opens the studio door. “You sounded 
great,” she says to the singers. Then 
she turns to Norman, “The background 
music sounds distorted. Let’s try it 
again after the next record.” 

After the song, Norman talks softly 
and hesitantly into the KPOO micro¬ 
phone; “And now, for a special treat, 
the Variations are going to do a live, 
on-the-air promo one more time,” 
There’s an awkward pause as Norman 
starts the background record and 
reaches over to adjust the sound level 
on the Variations’ mike. 

“Kay-poo-oo. Kay-poo-oo.” 

“Movin’ on the ra-di-OOO-oo ...” 

This kind of on-the-air experimenta¬ 
tion comes naturally at KPOO, “Poor 
Peoples Radio,” San Francisco’s com¬ 
munity access radio station. Here, 
staffers cope with balky equipment and 
learn as they go. It's a place for 
mostly Blacks and Latinos to sharpen 
up their skills and provide news, inter¬ 
views and music beamed directly to¬ 
ward the Mission, the Fillmore, Hunters 
Point and the Haight. 

Lxx>king around their present quarters 
in a converted warehouse-garage, you 
can see that “Poor People’s Radio” 
is no empty slogan. The live per¬ 
formance studio is insulated with egg 
cartons. The engineering studio is the 
size of a large walk-in closet. Drunks 
sun themselves in the parking lot out¬ 
side, and the alleyway headquarters 
sits hard by 6th and Howard, San 
Francisco’s most tragic haven for down- 
and-outers. 


MUSIC PLUS LOTS OF TALK 


But KPOO has some odd and ex- 
citing possessions: the energy of volun¬ 
teer programmers like Vicki Napier, 
the talent of guests like the Variations 
and quixotic presents from listeners 
and fans — an electronic UPI wire 
service ticker from Francis Ford Cop¬ 
pola, for example, or the 1964 Nash 
Rambler donated by an enthusiastic 
listener. 

IPs presents like these, plus $12- to 
$60~a-year listener subscriptions and 
foundation grants, that keep KPOO 
going. Like KPFA and the other liberal 
Pacifica stations around the country, 
KPOO is a noncommercial station sup-, 
ported by subscriptions and grants. 
Unlike KPFA and most other non¬ 
commercial stations, KPOO has gone 
through some struggles to become one 
of few community stations in the coun¬ 
try to be controlled by Third World 
people. 

It all started in 1969 when an 
erratic idealist named Meyer Gottes- 
man discovered one last radio frequency 
(89.5 FM) capable of being shoehomed 
into the babbling San Francisco air¬ 
waves — a frequency that everyone 
else had overlooked. 

Gottesman applied to the Federal 
Communications Commission for per¬ 
mission to broadcast on that frequency 
under the name “Poor People s Radio.” 



But when he failed to raise enough 
money to get the station going, he 
turned the FCC license over to Lorenzo 
Milam, a founding father of alternative 
radio who helped start community 
stations like KRAB is Seattle, KTAO in 
Los Gatos, and others in St. Louis, 
Atlanta and elsewhere. 

KPOO finally hit the airwaves on 
June 6, 1973, from a shack on Pier 46A. 
Milam declared in an article in the 
Bay Guardian that KPOO would “strive 
to air music from all over the world 
ignored by existing stations. Music 
from Sunda and Serbo-Croatia and 
Chad and Venezuela.” Plus lots of talk: 
“The words of an angry and con¬ 
fused populace who — up to now — 
haven’t had the free access to 100,000 
or 1,000,000 radio sets.” 

The music, esoteric, irregular and 
sometimes wonderful, was broadcast 
mostly by white media freaks. People 
began to wonder whether it really 
was the “Poor People’s Radio” it set 
out to be.

One of the people who wondered was 
Jahid Songhai, a public affairs pro¬ 
grammer on KPFA, who appeared as a 
guest on the KPOO show of Haight- 
Ashbury community activist Dave Whit¬ 
aker in 1973. The two began talking, 
and over the next year they put to¬ 
gether a coalition of community-based 
Third World people with interest and 
experience in radio. Several of them had 
been involved in challenging the FCC 
licenses of commercial stations for in¬ 
sufficient minority hiring and pro¬ 
gramming. 

In April J974, the People’s Radio 
Coalition traveled to Los Gatos to talk 
to Milam, treasurer of the KPOO 
board of directors. Milam and his fel¬ 
low board members agreed to turn over 
ownership and control of KPOO to a 
community-based, predominately Third 
World board. Songhai is now general 
manager. 

Songhai says KPOO now puts out 
a “collage” of “explosive” Third World 
music — everything from commercial 
hits to rare reggae and blues records — 
interspersed with dashes of news and 
interviews. Songhai says KPOO wants 
both to inform and inspire local Third 
World communities, so it stays away 
from just throwing “information, in¬ 
formation, information” at listeners. 

“KPOO is a two-way mirror,” he told 
me. “One way it reflects the com¬ 
munity. The other side reflects the 
media itself — the kind of pack journal¬ 
ism, racist journalism and just plain 
lack of insight we hear on commercial 
radio. 

“The key here is access,” he added. 
“We are people who come from a his¬ 
tory of denial of access. ” 

KPOO is still fighting an uphill bat¬ 
tle to gain a wide audience in poor 
Bay Area communities. Its puny 82-watt 
transmitter atop a Nob Hill apartment 
house has trouble competing with the 
100,000-odd watts the commercial 
stations beam from Sutro tower, 
KPOQ’s problems are complicated 
by the fact that many poor people 
don't have FM radios and KPOO can't 
afford to spend any money promoting 
the station. Listener subscriptions still 
hover around the 1,000 mark, accord¬ 
ing to sources within the station. 

KPOO's present programming in¬ 
cludes such things as live coverage 
of the Monday afternoon meetings of 
SF's Board of Supervisors; a show called 
“High School Bus Stop,” which con¬ 
sists of music, high school news and 
call-in song dedications once a month, 
produced by young women from Notre 
Dame High School; and play-by-play

broadcasts of soccer games from Ire¬ 

land, produced by local Irish soccer 
fans who get together to foot the $300 
transatlantic phone bill. 

Within the next month, KPOO ex¬ 
pects to move to more spacious quarters 
in a new city-owned community cultural 
center on Fulton Street in the Western 
Addition. Here, they'll continue their 
community programming and fund¬ 
raising to meet their approximately 
$35,000 yearly budget. A few KPOO 
staffers receive below-survival stipends; 
the rest volunteer. According to KPOO s 
public file, most of the operating money 
($30,000) has come so far this year 
from the SF Foundation, with another 
$4,000 from the California Arts Com¬ 
mission. Songhai, extremely close¬ 
mouthed about finances, refused to say 
just how much comes in from sub¬ 
scriptions. 

Barbara Lubinsky, one of KPOO’s 
news coordinators, says the 14 or so 
news volunteers want to “serve the 
community, serve people who haven't 
had access to the media before,” 

At least part of the time they succeed. 
Last summer, when a Western Addition 
fire destroyed nine houses, a KPOO 
volunteer called the station with a live 
report. One family that was listening 
heard that their relatives had been 
burned out. Afterward they wrote 
KPOO, “At the very minute that terri¬ 
ble fire was going on Mama [O'Shay, 
a volunteer announcer] was on the 
phone and on the radio telling us about 
it while she watched it. You could 
hear in her voice how terrible it was 
and she told about the familys who lost 


everything and the children standing 
on the comers wrapped in blankets 
scared and crying. She asked people to 
open their doors.,, One of the families 
burned out was our kin and we brought 

them in to our house.She gave the 

big shots in the city hell because there 
was only one fire hydrant and nine 
houses burning. .,. One of our favorite 
KPOO people showed us again how 
much she cares and how KPOO is for 
the people.” 

It's response like this that makes 
KPOO feel it’s living up to its sobriquet.

F or many people, the sound of a 
blaring clock radio in the morn¬ 
ing is as natural as roosters used 
to be.

ay be you’ve noti ced: Europeans tend to 
be better than Americans at everything 
except killing people and making money. 
Science, culture, lovemakmg — you name it, 
the Europeans will make us look like amateurs 
at it. Not because they drink different water 
or curl their tongue when they speak — it's 
simply natural selection. Two hundred years 
ago, intelligent, artistic, sensual Europeans 
looked at the New World and saw one vast, 
vulgar headache; wisely, they chose to remain 
Europeans. Others, however, looked at the New 
World and saw a bang-up opportunity to kill 
people and make money. And here we are. 

This explains why, by and large, Europeans 
are so much better at making music than white 
Americans. (Black Americans, who came to 
the New World whether they wanted to or not, 
are obviously excluded from this theory.) Whe¬ 
ther they be Dutch or Italian or German or 
Hungarian, European musicians blaze the trails 
that white Americans follow years later, if at all. 

European rock is progressive in the truest 
sense of the word. Not only is it advanced, 
but it is constantly advancing, while American 
rock stumbles around like a drunk in the dark. 
Europe has audiences, record contracts and 
continent-wide television exposure to offer 
avant-garde musicians; America has food 
stamps. Americans who want to play good 
music, from Jimi Hendrix to Keith Jarrett, 
have found it necessary to go to Europe 
to get the kind of support a developing artist 
needs. 

John McLaughlin, an English guitarist with 
an impressive jazz background, introduced 
European avant-garde rock to the US. While 
other Miles Davis alumni like Tony Williams, 
Larry Coryell"and Chick Corea were beginning 
to bring rock techniques to jazz, McLaughlin 
was the first to go all the way over and bring 
jazz principles to rock. Purists may consider 
that a sellout, but McLaughlin proved to be 
the bridge that American audiences needed 
to get from rock to jazz. 

McLaughlin's Mahavishnu Orchestra has gone 
through a thorough metamorphosis since then. 
And the current lineup — Narada Michael 
Walden on drums, percussion and keyboards, 
Ralphe Armstrong on bass and Stu Goldberg 
on keyboards and synthesizers — isn't as strong 
as it should be. McLaughlin is an exceptionally 
dynamic and dominating guitarist, but, if left 
to bis own devices, he tends to get monotonous. 
He needs si demen who can occasionally grab 
the flow of the song and shove it in another 
direction, or at least provide a little color to 
flesh out McLaughlin s drone. People like Jan 
Hammer, Jerry Goodman, Billy Cobham and 
Jean-Luc Ponty could do that. The current 


Orchestra members can't. They just don't seem 
to have much in the way of original ideas. 
They manage to keep up with McLaughlin's 
fiery leads, which is no small accomplishment 
in Itself, but they never go much beyond that. 

The real problem with Inner Worlds , though, 
is the singing that Walden and Armstrong 
attempt on several cuts. Both are adequate 
vocalists, but there's no reason why a great 
jazz-rock band needs to mess around with this 
kind of lame pop. “In My Life," a childish, 
fawning tribute to Mahavishnu mentor Sri 
Chinmoy, is the worst example, although its 
somewhat redeemed by McLaughlin's rich 12- 
string acoustic guitar work. Basically, Inner 
Worlds is great when they’re not singing and 
indifferent when they are, 

German saxophonist Klaus Doldinger and his 
quartet. Passport, have been well established 
throughout Europe for years, but despite several 
American albums they're still waiting for some¬ 
one to notice them over here. Jubilee *75 ought 
to help, thanks largely to the guest appearance 
of American jazz pianist Les McCann. 

Jubilee was recorded live in Hamburg last 
August, in the midst of a 29-city tour by Pass¬ 
port and guests McCann, Buddy Guy, Philip 
Catherine, Johnny Griffin and Peter York. 
A strong band in its own right, Passport has 
virtually unlimited possibilities to explore with 
all that guest talent. 

The album opens with a great rendition of 
Eugene McDaniels's instant classic, “Compared 
to What," with McCann contributing a tasty 
gospel intro on the Fender Rhodes and an equally 
funky vocal. The remaining five cuts are purely 
instrumental and uniformly excellent. The band s 
power comes from challenging interplay be¬ 
tween dual instrumentation — Griffin and Dol¬ 
dinger on sax, York and Curt Cress on per¬ 
cussion, Guy and Catherine on guitar, McCann 
and Kristian Schultze on keyboards. Each mem¬ 
ber of each pair is constantly straining to outdo 
the other, driving to progressively higher in¬ 
tensities. Catherine, a young Frenchman, stands 
out above it all; this man is definitely going 
to be heard from. 

Finally there's Finch, a Dutch heavy-metal 
avant-garde quartet very similar to that other 
famous Dutch heavy-metal avant-garde band, 
Focus. Their first American album. Glory of 
the Inner Force (John McLaughlin must write 
their album titles for them), is relentlessly 
powerful and considerably more aggressive 
than you'd expect from a country whose chief 
products are tulips, wooden shoes and water. 

The members of Finch seem to be less tech¬ 
nically proficient and less daring than Focus; 
at any rate, they don't go in much for individual 
flash, concentrating instead on a smooth, tight 
ensemble*sound. Guitarist and composer Joop 
van Nimwegen plays in a style reminiscent of 
the Allman Brothers’ Richard Betts, working 
around basic scales, gradually weaving ever 
more intricate extrapolations around them, 
building to higher and higher crescendos be¬ 
fore finally climaxing — sort of like good sex. 
Cleem Determeijer’s baroque keyboard work 
balances off van Nimwegen’s pyrotechnics, giv¬ 
ing the music the kinds of depth and color that 
Mahavishnu Orchestra so noticeably lacks. ■

Remnants of the 
counter culture 

Some notes on the highest form of restaurant service 


F rankly, I think the counter is the highest 
possible form of restaurant service. Con¬ 
sider the advantages: You can see what 
the chef is up to, carefully assaying quality 
and keeping a wary eye out that the kitchen 
help doesn’t flavor your pot roast with a sneeze 
or some cigarette ashes. Then you can leam 
some tips on the preparation of exotic dishes 
along with some fancy tricks of the stove — 
like adding olive oil to the butter at Little Joe’s 
or the difference between clockwise and counter¬ 
clockwise wokking at the Hunan, And, of course, 
you can chat at length with the cook, getting 
yourself rewarded for your interest with tastes 
of the odd dish and, with any luck, a bigger 
portion than the swells who glare at each other 
in the booths. Herewith are my picks of the 
counter culture — there are others, I know, 
but these consistently present the best stage 
show in town ... and feed you, too. 

The German Cook, 612 O’Farrell, SF, 776- 
9022. Mon.-Sat,, 4:30*9:30 pm. The German 
Cook has three small booths and seven counter 
stools, a small phonograph that plays scratchy 
waltzes, and the best bargain German cookery 
in town. The food is pretty basic, leaning to¬ 
ward hearty worst, well-prepared Wiener 
schnitzel and topnotch daily specials like the 
sauerbraten on Saturdays. Full meals linger 
around $3, and the Cook hasn’t changed prices 
in nearly three years, for fear that the old-timers 
who habituate there wouldn’t stand for it. All 
dinners are served with fried potatoes and tasty 
cabbage, and there’s wine and a broad spec* 
trum of German beers. The German chocolate 
cake is exceptional. 

Hunan, 853 Kearny, SF, 788-2234. Mon.-Sat, 
11:30 am-8 pm. It's not as if this place hasn’t 
been written about to the point of wretched 
excess. Still, the food continues to be wonderful, 
and the works behind the counter are a joy 
to behold. Hot fagara peppers dominate the 
workings of the sizzling woks as fried onion 
cakes ($1) follow' Hunan smoked ham ($3.75) 
and farmer’s pork ($4) to the salivating masses 
seated at the eight counter seats and handful of 
overcrowded tables. This place boasts the fastest 
wokkers in town, along with a three-ring circus 
of ham choppers and garlic slicers strategically 
mounted along the counter, Fve dam near 
choked on a breaded sparerib watching these 
ladies wield their cleavers with brazen disregard 
for their extremities, but IVe never seen a digit 
wind up in a bowl of noodles. 

Manila Cafe, 826 Kearny, SF, 398-9565. Daily 
11 am-midnight If Didi and Gogo ever grow 
tired of waiting for Godot, they’ll probably 
come to the Manila Cafe to eat and quaff a 
San Miguel beer. The Cafe isn’t so much like a 
restaurant as it is a landscape. It’s an enormous, 
dimly lit room with two bare bulbs hanging 
overhead, a few sparse formica tables with miles 
between them, a counter with some mendicants 
permanently sloped against the toothpick hold¬ 
ers, some decor provided by a “Santa Claus 
drinks Coke” sign and an inexplicable notice 
in Hebrew, three pinball machines in the back 
and a jukebox with classics like Don Ho and 
his Royal Hawaiians playing the unforgettable 
“Tiny Bubbles.” You can almost hear the fog* 
horn outside, even on the sunniest of days. Need* 
less to say, I love the joint. 

One evening recently, as some sleazy charac¬ 
ters in raincoats wandered into the backroom 
(never to return) and an ancient character 
sporting a giant droopy moustache muttered 
into his beer at the counter seat next to mine, I 
happily knocked down one of the biggest meals 
I’ve had in years — a huge plate of pansit na 
hipon, soft noodles with shrimp and vegetables 
and a side of rice covered with pork gravy. 
There's no extra charge for the rice or, indeed, 
for refills on the rice, which must be unique 
in the known universe. The menu contains 
50 items, mostly noodle and rice variations 
covered with meat or fish of sundry denomina¬ 
tions. The food could certainly be better, but 
then where else in the city is the graffiti in the 
bathroom written in Tagalog? All dishes on the 
menu, by the way, are $2.25, and San Miguel 
is a low 75<p. 

Vera s Place, 3740 Geary, SP, 751-3856. Mon.* 
Fri., 7 am-7 pm; Sun., 7 am-3 pm (though 
when asked about her hours, Vera replied, “It

depends. Everything depends"). Vera s looks 
for all the world like the all-American coffee 
shop/luncheonette. And in a way it is — Vera, 
a sturdy Russian sort, can cook up a fine break¬ 
fast of ham and eggs with home fries while 
tending to the day’s cauldron of borscht with 
her free hand. Vera’s is spotlessly clean, with 
a long old-fashioned counter with coat hooks 
on the walls and no decorations to speak of. 
If you’re not sure what you want, Vera will 
tell you what you’ll like and what’s good for 
you. And she’s always right, though she seems 
to charge for the advice: borscht runs $1.35 
the bowl and piroshki 75c each, among the 
highest prices outside of tablecloth restaurants. 
They’re both pretty good, as are the beef Stro- 
ganoff and the golubtzi (stuffed cabbage), and 
the food’s so hearty and the counter chatter so 
rousing that a little extra expense isn’t painful. 
As a sign on the wail says, Vera’s accepts “only 
cash.” 

Coming up: Secrets of sushi revealed; in search 
of the raw oyster; zabaglione before your very 
eyes; and the joys of pupusas — all explicated 
without guilt or excessive weight gain. ■

I t's too bad George Sand has to miss the 
Berkeley Stage Company's production of 
Rochelle Owens's Beclch , For the blase 
Sand might have managed to glean a few- sar¬ 
castic chuckles from Owens s gory dramatic 
'‘blood pudding/' 

Owens, a contemporary' New York playwright, 
is best known for Futz , a black comedy about 
a farmer who prefers pigs to women. Beclch's 
{it's pronounced Bekdek) subject matter is a 
bit denser. Its so dense, in fact, that after 
the first few minutes I began to wonder tf 
Owens had any coherent understanding of the 
play herself. Beclch frequently felt as if she 
had randomly written down her favorite aberra¬ 
tions and then desperately, and without much 
success, tried to find a philosophical scheme 
to Fit them into. 

The resulting mumbo jumbo, first produced 
in 1967, seems to be about the disintegrating 
members of a disintegrating society. The play's 
main character, Beclch (described in the program 
as “a Great White Huntress") arrives in turn- 
of-the-century Africa with husband Yago and a 
small entourage. Finding herself released from 
the restraints of “civilization," Beclch's primi¬ 
tive instincts come slithering out, and she spends 
the hot afternoons committing esoteric murders, 
gnawing bones and offering up an occasional 
ritual sacrifice between erotic chomps on various 
bananas. An ambitious soul, this Lady Macbeth 
of the jungle also savors power, and after some 
mucky maneuvering, she and Yago become 
tribal King and Queen, Their reign is tumul¬ 
tuously brief. 

Some of Owens's ideas are highly theatrical, 
such as the bit when Beclch draws a V in honey 
on the bare bellies of her subjects and then 
licks the gooey sweet stuff off them one by one, 
Owens, however, doesn't really have control 
of her material. She cheats, throwing images 
around as if they mean something but never 
clarifying exactly what it is she’s trying to get 
across. Her uncertainty, demonstrated by the 
lack of real character development and inter* 
action, gives the play s violence a gratuitous 
feel, and the work crumbles into a nauseating 
pastiche full of innuendo but without intellectual 
substance. 

Given Beclch's shaky construction, it’s not 
too surprising that Berkeley Stage director 
Robert Silvey is unable to come up with a co¬ 
herent interpretation. He's also sadly burdened 


with F, Jo Mohrbach in the critical role of 
Beclch, 

Mohrbach's only dramatic asset is impressive 
girth. The bulky lady eats well on stage (some¬ 
thing she does almost continually), but she 
can't act. Her terribly colorless portrayal is 
underscored by George Coates's exceptionally 
fine characterization of Yago. To become King, 
Yago has contracted a case of elephantiasis 
(the natives consider it “the royal disease"), 
and Coates drags his green, swollen, pus-filled 
leg after himself with wincing skill. Every' de¬ 
tail of Coates’s performance is a pleasure. He 
begins the play as a knickered, hen-pecked, 
pursed-lipped Edwardian, then transmogrifies 
into the equally pathetic King Yago. Absurdly 
blanketed in a patched red cloak and adorned 
with thread spool necklaces, Coates registers 
Yago’s insecure confusion with facial nuance, 
the constant nervous adjustment of his robe, or 
his hands that twist together in anxious flutter* 
ing. The rest of the cast of 12 are all interesting 
performers, but the lack of directorial focus 
and a decipherable script often leaves them 
floundering in search of their characters. 

The play is oddly staged, with the audience 
sitting on two sides of Bruce Keeler's spare 
set, which means that most of the action is 
viewed in profile. The African eostumes by 
Shelley Hischier and Janice Weingrod are in- 
triguingly pieced together with scraps and 
imagination, Chura Johnson supplies the ef¬ 
fective drum music, although more could be 
done with sound, visuals and lighting to evoke 
a fetid jungle atmosphere. 

Despite weaknesses, the production remains a 
noble attempt, and there are good moments. 
But the play's the thing, and in this case the 
whole adds up to less than the sum of its 
parts. The evening is best described by Beclch 
herself. “That itching/’ she says, recalling a 
tropical rash, “felt like imperfection laying its 
eggs on me.” Well, that’s pretty- much what 
the play felt like, too. 

Musical marzipan 

lima La Douce, music by Marguerite Monnot, 
book by Alexandre Breffort, the Eureka Thea¬ 
ter, 3886 17th St, SF. Thurs,-Sun, 8 pm, Fri.

If you like your theater full of thoughtful 
resonance and your musical comedies tinged 
with social satire, you should stay away from 
the Eureka Theater's Irma La Douce . For Douce 
offers nothing but an evening of delightfully 
mindless and tunefully ephemeral pleasures. 

Written in the late 1950s, this unpretentious 
“entertainment" tells the frothy tale of Irma, 
a lady of the Paris night who loves and is 
loved by Nestor, a struggling Parisian law 
student. Nestor, an unliberated sort, is quite 
jealous of Irma's work partners, and he decides 
to do something about it. This solution involves 
double identities, floor polishing, gangsters, 
agile penguins, a compulsory excursion to 
Devils Island and assorted other fripperies. 
Douce is totally unfettered by linear logic. 

Douce's score, by Marguerite Monnot, is 
pleasantly serviceable, while Alexandre Breffort s 
book is thin and sweetly witless. The Eureka gives 
the piece a loving production helped along by a 
cast of ten men and one woman, all of whom 
have a modicum of performing polish and a 
lot of warm appeal. Moreover, everyone seems 
to enjoy themselves as they bounce through 
choreographer Mimi Sarkisian's basic dance 
steps or lift their voices in simple harmonies. 
Particular plaudits are due Judy Feit as saucy 
Irma and Bruce Hyde as ardent Nestor. 

Ronald L, Madonia's set makes extremely 
clever use of the limited playing area. However, 
Madonia might have tried to use lighter back¬ 
drops or anything that would brighten the 
Eureka’s theater, in which gloom always 
threatens to swallow the happy performers. 
Hugh McClure does cheer things up with his 
fine little band of nine players, and the show 
is well directed by Chris Silva. My only major 
complaint is that Douce would mightily improve 
if it were cut by about 20 minutes. It's awfully 
easy to overdose on this kind of musical marzi¬ 
pan. The show, however, insouciantly survives 
its flaws, and for anyone fond of light musicals, 

I recommend Irma La Douce warmly. ■

Sex and 
sloganeering 

All Screwed Up* written and directed by Lina 
Wertmuller, Lumiere, California nr* Polk, SF; 
Act II, 2121 Center, Berkeley. 

Attractive male-female relationships have 
A been absent from the movies for so long 

»that maybe audiences have forgotten 
the pleasures of watching Cary Grant woo 
Katharine Hepburn or Lauren Bacall make 
a sly pass at Humphrey Bogart. Hollywood's 
current idea of great romance is exemplified 
by Gable and Lombard , in which Clark Gable, 
in the person of James Brolin, tricks his way 
into the bedroom of Carole Lombard, in the 
person of Jill Clayburgh, and then treats her 
rough — and she loves him for it. 

Another piece of Hollywood nostalgia now 
on display, W. C. Fields and Me enshrines 
the misogyny of the movies" least likable 
comedian. In Lipstick, a school teacher rapes 
Beautiful Person Margaux Hemingway, and 
the point of the film is that rape is the essence 
of male-female relations in our consumer spciety 

— that our sexist, macho media invite us, spur 
us to rape. In Barry Lyndon, the hero seduces 
the rich and beautiful Lady Lyndon in order 
to advance himself socially, and once he has 
won her hand in marriage, he discards her, 
abuses her physically. 

Lina Wertmuller s Seven Beauties suggests 
the same functional approach to sexual seduc¬ 
tion. For Wertmuller "$ hero, however, sex means 
something more basic than social advancement 

— it means survival. As a prisoner in a Nazi 
concentration camp, the hero allows himself 
to be used by the grossly fat woman comman¬ 
dant, just as his sisters, the “seven beauties” 
of the title, become whores in order to survive. 
Wertmuller’s bleak view of sex is familiar to 
audiences from her previous films. Even in 
Swept Away, which more or less takes the form 
of a romantic comedy, Wertmuller s proletarian 
hero takes the rich-bitch heroine by force, and 
she adores it, celebrating the rape by placing 
a garland of flowers around his penis. 

In Swept Away's immediate predecessor, 
just now released in the United States under 
the title All Screwed Up (the original Italian 
title translates as “Everything Ready, Nothing 
Works" 1 ), Wertmuller again uses the rape scene 
for the same purpose. One of the men in the 
film, Carletto, has been trying to seduce one 
of the women, Adelina, for something like an 
hour and a half of the film’s running time. 
Finally, in an echo of those man-to-man scenes 
in American films in which the hero's father 
or uncle or brother tells him to “be a man' 1 
and “go in and take her,” Adelina’s cousin 
tells Carletto it's his own fault that Adelina 
won't put out. Following the cousin's advice, 
Carletto takes Adelina on the kitchen floor 
of their communal apartment, much to the 
approval of their friends and roommates. The 
next morning she wakes happy, smiling beati¬ 
fical ly, in love. 

All Screwed Up is a speedy little soap opera 
about young people who come to the big city 


(here, Milan) from their rural homes with energy 
and high hopes but who are finally crushed 
by the system. Familiar? All Screwed Up be¬ 
gins with a chance meeting at a railway station 
between Adelina, an innocent young farm girl 
just arrived in Milan, and two unemployed 
workers, Carletto and Gigi, who themselves 
have only been in the city a short while. Adelina 
is waiting for her cousin, Isotta, the only per¬ 
son she knows in Milan; Carletto and Gigi seem 
to know only each other. 

These four become friends, and gradually 
they attract others to their group — most im¬ 
portantly Saute (a sad-eyed, droopy-must ached 
man who stands in front of store windows watch¬ 
ing a pretty blonde, Mariuccia, dress manne¬ 
quins) and Biki (a friend of Isotta "s, tough, 
shrewd, streetwise). Biki organizes the group 
into a “residential commune,” but on a pay- 
as-you-go basis: if the men want coffee, Bikfs 
price is 50 lire; 100 lire for an ironed shirt; 
150 for an hour of TV watching. Not surpris¬ 
ingly, this petty capitalism corrupts the re¬ 
lationships among the communards, and even¬ 
tually all are destroyed by the system. 

Adelina, following Biki’s advice, says she 
won't sleep with Carletto until they have saved 
enough money to marry, and that, by her cal¬ 
culation, will take ten years. Saute and Mariuc¬ 
cia do marry, but their union produces twins 
and then quintuplets, wasting Mariuccia phy¬ 
sically and forcing Saute into the killing pace 
of two jobs in an effort to earn enough money 
to support his family. In a desperate effort to 
earn a fast lira, Saute tries turning tricks, and 
when that predictably fails,, he joins a rich 
fascist's band of mercenaries. For like reasons, 
Gigi becomes a thief, and the once-haughty 
Isotta becomes a hooker. 

All this misery- and degradation is captured 
by Wertmuller and her cinematographer, Giu¬ 
seppe Rotunno (who also works with Fellini), 
with bravura energy and style. The scene in 
which Saute — silhouetted against the black 
night, hat pulled down raffishly over one eye, 
cigarette smoke flaring from his nostrils — 
goes out on the back streets of Milan to turn 
tricks is a piece of high clowning. And Wert- 
muller's finale, which takes place in the kitchen 
of the restaurant where Carletto works as a 
pizza cook, is an absolute knockout. 

This final sequence follows the rebellion 
of the kitchen workers, when the cooks ran 
out of the kitchen into the main dining room. 
In the last shot, the cooks have alt returned 
to the kitchen and are watching one of their 
number, gone berserk, being carried off to an 
asylum. Wertmuller has carefully arranged the 
cooks in still-life groupings, and her camera, 
in a slow tracking shot, moves the length of 
the large kitchen over these groupings. Then 
the cooks go back to work, and the camera 
takes in the renewed activity in circular pans: 
the color washes out, the screen turns an eerie 
blue and white, the circular pans grow faster, 
vertiginously faster, and finally end in a freeze- 
frame of blurred, chaotic action. 

One could hardly ask for more expert film- 
making, but this is a bang-up ending to a whim¬ 
pering film. So life ends badly for Wertmuller's 
new urbanites. So they turn to whoring and 
thievery. So what? It happens every day on 
“Search for Tomorrow.” Undoubtedly Wert¬ 
muller "s admirers would argue that her soap 
opera has an analytical depth that ordinary 
soaps lack, but what is her analysis? Wertmuller 
throws out a Marxist slogan from time to time, 
and here and there she hints that all this urban 
suffering is economically determined, the result 
of capitalist exploitation, but this is flim-flam. 
Wertmuller could have made exactly the same 
film about a group of Ukranian peasants meet¬ 
ing at a railway station in Moscow. To put 
it sympathetically, Lina Wertmuller is not a 
philosopher. ■
